The Union, in a special meeting 
called' to discuss the Supreme 
Court issue Wednesday night, 
voted against President Roosevelt’s^ 
plan, where it applies to the high 
court, 27 for, against 38 opposed. 


The majority report upon which 
the Union voted recommended the 
President’s plan in full though no 
amendment to pass the minority 
report was brought up, since both 
factions favored the plan insofar 
as it affects only the lower branches 
of the Federal judiciary. 

The meeting ‘at which this vole 
was taken was the largest in the 
history of Union activity this year. 
The final vote totalled 65 members 
voting, and there were as high as 
76 present earlier in the proceed^! 
ings. The verbal battle was extra- 
ordinarily hot. Perhaps the high- 
est note reached by the minority, 
which proved to‘ be the majority’, 
was that struck when Rita Van 
Oesen called the President’s plan 
constitutional but immoral, and ex- 
pressed unyielding contempt fm 
anyone, favoring such a proposal.

Wilbur Revieivs 
Staughton’s Life 
In Chapel Tplk 

Dr. William Allen Wilbur, pro- 
fessor emeritus of English, will; 
speak at chapel Friday at 12:10 
p.m., Corcoran 10, on the life of 
the Rev. Staughton. D.D., first pres- 
ident of Columbian College. 

Dr. Staughton, for many years a 
Baptist minister, assumed the pres- 
idency of Columbian College In 
1822, and served until 1827. He 
then resumed thf work of the min- 
istry, until In 1829 he was elected 
president of Georgetown College, 
Kentucky. His health failed him, 
however, a^d he .died here Dec. 


Director* Urge Support a* 
Need Is Great; Cloth- 
ing Needed 


The United States has been 
severely criticized - in I^atl'n Ameri- 
ca for its "overseeing” attitude 
without the consent or cooperation ! 
of Ihpse countries, said D^an Hen- 
ry Grattan Doyle his address 
to the Congressional Clult last Fri- 
day. 

He quoted and discussed, many 
of the writings directed Against 
this country in Latin America and 
showed how these writings were 
producing a vary unfriendly feeN 
ing toward us. The topic of his 
address was "Spanish America 
Looks at Yanquilandia." 

Suspicion has been aroused fh 
these' peoples by American states- 
men Regarding the .real motives of 
the Monroe Doctrirte. said Dean 
Doy|e. He quoted one as saying. 
"This Is not their doctrine; It’s 
our doctr|ne." Surh statements 
permit misunderstandings and 
these peoples wonder if the U. S. 
doi*« not possess imperialistic mo- 
tives. . 

In conclusion. Dean Doyle praised 
the "Good Neighbor" . policy as one 
solving the problem of inter-Am- 
erican relations. He quoted from 
James Russejl Lowell, "Folks never 
understand the folks they hate;" 
and then told how the con^ersfc 
was also true: "Folks never hate 
the folks they understand." tie 
said, "Understanding will come 
with education, ahd one of the 
first steps In educating tbe two 
peoples is a greater knowledge of 
Spanish here and of English In 
Spanish: America."

This was done to fill a 
specific need. As you will recall the Right and Center

-•xs a part of the session of Dec. 16. The Left, having 
completed a two-month research study of the foreign 
relation policies of\ the united States, felt that the subject 
^should have been given it* full time as originally planned,

Knopf, a publisher most fussy 
about what It brings forth, pro- 
duced a miniature novel by Conrad 
Richter around St. Valentine’s day 
and proved that its discriminating 
taste has not 'faltered. The title is 
"The Sea of Grass”. 

The very- pleasant, thing about 
r«adlng4his book Is that in travers- 
ing 1th pages you are made to feel 
an author yourself. You feel wise 
indeed supplementing five menial 
pages for every one of the eco- 
nomlcal but expressive ones of the 
original creator. You Appreciate that 
another dulhor'might have had to 
write rrtmns to garner the same 
leffect, or eUe would have lost that 
effect apd sounded merely in a 
rush to write the book and be 
gone. 

The story Itself attends to the 
Southwestern struggle between the 
pldneer cattlemen and encroaching 
nesters, that bitter battle which 
came into being When minor farm- 
ers began staking claims ort hard- 
gained ranchers’ land. Its aspect, 
however, is focused on one mart, 
the largest landholder In Texas, 
whose sea of grass gradually turns 
into small dry pools, and whose 
former unyielding outlook grows 
barren with It. 

Antithesis is the partner of brev- 
ity In the beauty of this production. 
In contrast to the stolid rancher 
is his cultivated wife, 'who is one 
of the most elusive characters to be 
found In fiction, but like the rest 
of the tale's participants ip 0rawn 
so vividly that you are quite sure 
you,’d know her should you see her.

the I<eft. We are oppoaed to the taking of atnnds nntll 
we know what wo are talking about. 

One Centrists, In an effort to secure our acceptance, 
pointed out that this would really be a debate on prop- 
erty rights vs. human rights. My reply was that this 
then should be the subject, without tne camouflage. If 
we debate, however, on the legality of the "sit-down" i 
technique, and It seems that this would be the main point 
of contention, then the result will be a clash of technical 
points of law and citationa not understood by those ra 
attendance.

We Invite them, however, to 
think over their debate challenges before they make them, 
and to cooperate with ua In the vast amount of work 
which needs to be done for the protection of the rights 
of minority groups and for the preservation of democracy 
in America. / 

I hope, too, that this answers la part the charge 
of sensationalism which has been leveled at the Left 
Party in the past. We Invite inspection of our PSrty 
Constitution, tne content of the Frontier, our finances 
and reputation for paying our bills, our record for keep- 
ing promises made. We justify sensationalism when it 
will secure the attainment of a necessary goal, but the 
technique is not essential to our growth and strength.

Zoology Professor Leaves April 1 on Trip That Will 
Take Him to the : Gulf of Mexico, and 
\ A \ Caribbean Sea

tion headed by Dr. Paul F. Bartsch, 
of the zoology department, on a 
four months' cruise of the Gulf of 
Mexico and the ' Cbrihhean, where 
rare mollusk fauna will he col- 
lected. Dr. Bartsch is shown above. 


Dr. Paul F. Bartsch, curator pf the division of mollusks of the 
United Sfotwf National Museum Itrid profcSsor of zoology in the Uni- 
versity, will leav^t April 1, on a tour months’ cruise in thp Gulf of 
Mexico and the Caribbean Sea, for the purpose of studying and collect- 
ing ftrrthfrr specimens 'of the mollusk fauna. The work oi this Expedi- 
tion will supplement other endeavors of the JohnsortrSmithsonian 
Deep-Sea Expedition begun sev- 
eral years ago, which was also un- 
der the direction of Dr. Bartsch. 

Dr. Bartsch has just returned 
from Florida where he inspected 
the “lorano.” a 70-foot yachj^ 
equipped with a double' set of 
Diesel engines and all the neces- 
sary appliances for dredging and 
other scientific work. The yacht, 
has jjeen Pl* ce d t* 16 disposal of 
the, 'Smithsonian ' institution by 
Doha Id Rocbling, n grandson of .the 
man/whp built the Brooklyn and 
Washington bridges. 

This excursion will he the first 
marine expedition of its kind, and 
a continuation olj the land mollusk 
collection oh iyhich Dr. Bartsch 
has worked for a number of years.
